EXPORTS TO U.S.A. he | 


We congratalate the Customs Administra 


tion on the ‘rapidity with which it has com- | 


pleted and published its mon report. for 
July. Up to the present the has not 
appeared nearly 80 quickly, the ‘returns for 
May and June, for example, appearing on or 
about June.25 and July 25 respectively, so 
that the July retarnis a good days in 
advance of the usnal date of publication. We 
hope that the Administration will persist in 
this excellent innovation. ; 

Tarving to the fizuras for the past month, 
we note that the imports totalled L.B. 1,509,986 
against L.B. 1,525,104 during the oprrespond- 
ing month of the past year, showing aslight 
decrease. 

The increase of the exports as compared 


| with the July returns for 1904 is very remark- 


able, amounting to LE. 342,504, the figures 
being L.E. 1,174,409 against LB. 831,905 in 
1904, 

Taking the figures for the first seven months 
of the year 1904-1905 we have a decline on 
exports amounting to no less a sum than 
L.B. 1,103,293, in the present year, though 
imports show an increase of L.B, 732,028 be- 
tween Janusryiland Joly 31, 1905, ascompared 
with the corresponding period in 1904 

In Jaly British importa—in which we 
inclade imports from Cyprus, Malta and 
Gibraltar,—wera valued at LB. 526,255, 
against L.B. 526,772, in July, 1904, while 
for tho first seven months of the year 
they totalled IL B 3,760,459 against L B. 
3,525,844, showing a decided increase, The 
increase of French importa is proportionately 
even higher for the seven months in L, E. 
1,160,411 in 1905 against LB. 976, 579 during 
the corresponding period in 1904, without 
countingthe Franch Mediterranean possessions. 
German trade shows a huge decline for the 
month, L.E 56,968 as against LB 86,587 for 
tho month of Jnly 1904, and a marked falling 
off in the first seven months of 1905. 

The export statistics continue to show a 
decline. Eogland is .still by far Egypt’s best 
oustomer, followed by Germany and France. 
The exports to the U.S.A. have sprang ap 
from L. E. 392,230 in the first seven months of 
1904 to L.B. 648,394 daring the corresponding 
period this year, and those to Tarkey show an 
increase both for July, and for the seven 
months period, owing we believe to the fact that 
Egyptian rice is highly appreciated in Pales- 
tine and Syria. But the fact that there is a 
district shrinkage in Bgypt’s export trade with 
most of her customers is explained by the 
lower price of cotton, which has not been 
counterbalanced by the increase—205,505 
cantars—in the quantity exported.

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NICOSIA & ITS SURROUNDINGS 


(FRoM a CORRESPONDENT. ) 


lt is well to spend at least a week in Nicosia 
in order to see the sitea of the town, and to 
twake the several excursions that are of interest 
around. But during the spring and early sum- 


wer the climate is so delightful, that many will | 
wish to remsin in this quaint old town for a’ 


long period. 

{he most important excursion from Nicosia 
is the drive to Kyrenéa, the northern part of 
the island, which is charmingly situated at the 
foot of the mountains, 16 miles by road from 
Nicosia. With this can be combined a drive 
up to the mediwval abbey snd monastery of 
Bella-pais, about an hour's distance ap the 
slopes of the mountain, to the latter through 
groves of olives and carob trees, the latter of 
which simply abound in this part, and whose 
fruit is exported to Manchester and elsewhere 
in large quantities. ‘bey say that this frait 
furms the basis of the nourishment in Mellin’s 
and Murley's food. 

‘bis ruin is the finest in the whole island. 
It is absolutely unique in its situation. .The 
cypress trees around its gates are far-famed, 
and the view of the peaks of Hilarian (to the 
west) from the roof of the cloisters is probably 
unsurpassed anywhere, especially at sunset. 
‘he whole landscape of the wooded mountain 
slopes, the Caramanian sea beyond, and the 
Avatolian bills, rising ap like a wall behind it, 
makes a magnificent picture. Rider Haggard 
speaks of it as the finest he had ever seen. 
This view is best obtained from the pulpit 
window in the refectory. ‘This monastery, like 
many other fine buildings in Cyprus, dates 
back from the time of the influences of the 
Lusignan dynasty, to whom King Richard I. 
sold the island on bis retarn from tbe crusades, 
after having vainly tried to reduce it to order, 
by handing it over to the Knights Templar, 
dorivg his absence. His connexion with Cyprus 
will be toucbed on when we come to Limassol]. 

The best description of the monastery is 
found in Mr. Enlart’s “L’histvire de l'art Go- 
thique et la Rénaissance en Chypre,” which 
book can be obtained on loan from the club at 
Nicosia. One Engiish lady, who lived at and 
was epswoured with Ky:énis and its environs, 
gays that the most beautiful time of all to see 
Bella-pais is by mconlight. The stars peeping 
over the moantains and out at cea most be 
simply lovely to look upon. 

The next day the Venetian fort must be 
inspected early, & pass having been obtained 
from the Commandant of the Police on the 
previous evening. ‘Then a drive should be taken 
to see Lapithos with its perennial stream, 
corresponding to Kythréa on the other side 
of the range. ‘Ihe picturesque village lies 
nestling under the hills to the west of Hilarian 
and Kyrenés. All lovers of architecture should 
then drive down a narrow lane to the sea-side, 
where will be found a sweet little bay of ancient 
fame, and the charch and monastery of Ache 
fipiton. ‘The interest of this charch lies in ita 
being one of the rare instances of a bailding 
shaped like the Jerusalem cross, and conse- 
quently possessed of double .transepts. The 
western portion and the porch are Gothic, but 
the rest is Byzantine. It is a pity that this 
gam of an sncient sanctuary is kept so unclean 
by the Greek priest, who inhabits the place ; 
I think it is probably more thickly populated 
by insects than any church | have seen. The 
priest,as is usual, knows nothing whatever about 
the building or its history. The tourist has yet 
to produce in Cyprus s demand for informing 
guides retaruing fur lanch to Kyrénia,s distance 
of 12 miles from Laputhos, which takes about 
two hours each way, the pass should then be 
climbed, as it was descended the pravious 
day.

The Abbot of Kykkon, 
the most famous Greek wonastery in the 
Island, has 4 charming garden about 1 4 
miles out of | Nicosia which he is always 
delighted to show to Kaoglishmen. He is a 
thoroughly cultured and enlightened man, 
and appears to have used his wiadom to the 
great advancement of the financial value of 
the monastery’s property. 

‘The High Commissioner's grounds are with-

POLITICAL RETIREMENTS IN 
CANADA. 


Political retirements are the order of the day 
in Canada. Sir Wilfrid Laurier is losing two 
of his. veteran Ministers, Sir Richard Cart- 
wright and the Hon. R.W. Scott. The latter 
has been in public life for more than halfe 
century, and his name has been prominently 
identified with educational and temperance 
legislation. Another Ministerial :-vaeancy will 
be created by the approaching elevation of the 
Hon. Charles Fitzpatrick, Minister of Jas- 
ties, to the Chief Justiceship of Quebes. 

The Conservatives are losing Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell, formerly Prime Minister of the Domi- 
nion, and during recent years leader of the 
Opposition in the Senate. Sir Mackenzie -is 
eighty-two, an sge at which he thinks he ought 
to hand over the reivs of leadership to yc unger 
bands. He sat twenty-five years in the Cana- 
dian House of Commons, and has spent a dozen 
years in the Senate. He was one of the most 
trusted advisers and colleagues ot the late Sir 
John A. Macdonald, the. ‘Uanadian Disraeli,” 
who ruled the Dominion for seventeen years. 
After the death Sir John Macdonald, Sir 
John ‘Ihompso e Prime Minister. He 
died with tragié suddenness at Windsor, while 
on a visit to Gaeen Victoria, and Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell then became Prime Minister. Ho is a 
native of Suffolk, a county that supplied an- 
other Prime Minister to Greater Britain, in the 
person of Sir Gurdon Sprigg, of Cape Colony.

VILLAGE DANCE AT MIDNIGHT.

A B0Pf or Russian village priest, has been 
barjed glive by s mob of peasants in the Cri- 
mea, says a telegram from Odessa to the 
“Express.” 


The people had ascribed the . prolonged 
drought which has rained their crops thi- 
season to the death of a certain old man who 
had been ,regarded as.a wizard,no rain hay- 
ing fallen since his burial in March last. 

According to the popular superstition, it was 
necessary, inorder to appease sorcerer’s 
spirit, that his remains should be exhumed at 
midnight, and, after being sprinkled with holy 
water by a priest, replaced,in the grave. 
| Accordingly on Sanday night a procession of 
villagers, headed by boys and girls carrying 
torches and,.accompanied by fiddlers and 
flantists playing dismal dirges, set out for. the 
cemetery. 

The body of the dead wizard was dily ex- 
humied, and placed jin a sitting posture against 
a tree, around which forty or fifty of the 
peasants danced a weird ‘dance to the accom 
paniment of the village mosiciane.

OUR PARIS LETTER. 
Se ee 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Paris, August 8. 

‘ranchmen continue to talk and write with 
ey thusiasm of the Anglo-French fétes at Ports- 
..yath. We are far from the days of the vitriolic. 
srticles against England, theviolent squibsand 
earivatares. All that is forgotten in the splendid 
duuonstrations of amity at Brest, Cowes, and 
Portsmouth. Auspicious name, that of Ports- 
touth, says one writer to-day. In the American 
urtsmouth the negotiations for ar honorable 
peave are being conducted by the Rossian and 
Japanese plenipotentiaries. At Portsmouth on 
the Solent the French and English fleets meet 
+» consolidate the friendship bagan at Brest. 


Admiral Caillard, Commander-in-Chief of the 
French Northern Squadron now at Portsmouth, 
who has been appointed by his Majesty King 
Kiward VIL. an Honorary Knight Grand Cross 
ot the Most Distingnished Order of 8t. Miphael 
sud St. George, is barely fifty-nine years old. 
Hie first distinguished himself in the naval con- 
trngent which assisted in the defence of Paris 
during the German invasion in December, 1870. 
Ou the Zist of that month he was wounded 
grievously at Le Bourget, and next day be was 
promoted to be a lieutenant in the navy. He 
was then in bis twenty-fourth year. He was 
subsequently captain of a despatch-boat in the 
Psutic, second 1p command of a cruiser under 
Admiral Courbet in China, and commander of 
4 battlesbip. Admiral Caillard was for a time 
Uhief of the General Staff of the Navy, bat 
resigned thie offica for the command of a divi- 
sion of the Mediterranean Squadron, and took 
part in the Muitylene demonstration. Three 
years ago he became Vice-Admiral, and was 
appointed to the command of the Northern 
Sjuadroen, which, in the opinion of competent 
judges, be has raised to a high state of efhi- 
creacy. Here in Paris the Admiral is hailed 
now a3 the man of the day, as his equadron is 
beiag received in so splendid a manner at 
}'ortamouth, and as he is taking so prominent 
a part in the cousolidation of the “entente 
cordiaie’. ‘The honours conferred on Admiral 
Caillard and his colleagues and subordinates 
of the French navy by King Edward are much 
appreciated here. 


‘The French naval maowuvres in the Medi- 
terranean have been of considerable interest, 
and Admiral Fournier, who has acted as 
‘admiralissimo,” has won golden opinions. It 
is yet too early to disengage any lessons ot 
practical value, bat some points may be noted. 
The tactical exercises have had the object of 
investigating new battle formations, and it 
appears to have been concluded that those 
tormations were best, and least liable to mask 
the fire of one ship, or division,by the position 
taken by acother, which had undergone least 
change in the presence of the enemy. ‘The 
value of the autonomous groupes conjugés in- 
creased, as the officers in command gained 
greater confidence in occapying the positions 
indicated by the circumstances. The idea has 
been to test the system of independent, but 
related, divisions of ships operating for a 
common object. ‘he submarines are ander- 
stood to have been very succeasfal, but, of 
course, the battleships have placed themselves 
in position to be attacked. On one occasion 
the Korrigan, a sister of the unfortunate 
Farfadet, well placed on the line of approach 
of the squadron, succeeded in torpedoing the 
Brennns, which was the leading ship, without 
being perceived, and emerged at a distance of 
200 metres. The officers and men of the 
Korrigan were warmly to congratalated on 
their success, especially in view of the anxious 
périod through which they bad passed, owing 
to the. sad disaster to the sister vessel. The 
torpedo flotilla attacked the squadron near 
Bizerta on a later occasion, but the night 
being clear, with bright moonlight, they were 
unsuccessfal. The final review was a very 
succes: fal event. 


It may be remembered that the Superior 
Conncil of the French navy recommended, as 
tha force adequate to the requirements of 
France, the cunstitution of. five squadrons, 
each composed of 6 battleships with 4 reserve 
ships, five divisions of 3 armoured cruisers 
with 3 reserve cruisers, 12 second-class armour- 
ed cruisers with 6 as a reserve, 6 scouting 
vessels, 1 destroyer for each ironclad with 6 
for the Par Bast, 58 torpedo craft for torpedo- 
boat and submatice divisions, with 15 ass 
reserve. Under this programme the French 
fleet would in 1919 muster 486 units. There 
remain to be constructed 11 battleships, 1( 
armoured crnisers, 6 second-class armourec 
crnisers, 6 scouting vessels, 66 destroyers, s 
large number of submersih'es and snbmarines, 
and 50 torpedo boats. The annual cost woal. 
not exceed for new constraction £4,840,000, 
and a margin would thereby be left for the 
payment of- the vessels now under constroc 
tion. The estimates for 1906 provide for the 
laying down of. 8 battleships, 10 destroyers, 
atid 26 submersibles. The battleships to be 
began next year will have a displacement of 
abont 3,000 tons more than the Répnblibue 
class, and will carry four 12ia. guns, twelve 
9 4in., sixteen 12pr. semi-automatic guns, and 
eght 6pr., also semi-actomatic. They will 
have a speed of eighteen knots. The destroyers 
will be of the Claymore type, but a little 
larger. The submarines or submersibles wil! 
have a displacement of from 400 to 500 tons. 
The navy estimates for 1906 provide for the 
voteof credits amounting to about £13,000,000

This Hebrew specu- 
lator succeeded, some yeats ago, in getting 
himself elected as & deputy in the French 
Parliament, but I ban find no record of any 
signal servite that! he has rendered to his 
adopted country. Not content with his earn- 
ingsfrom’the Printemps warehouse and the 
two “rags” he rans, hs must needs try con- 
clusions with the sugar brokers on the Bourse 
de Commerce. This time, however, he met 
those who coald not be taken in with Hashy 
wares Or spurious sentiment. He ran up 
against business mea who knew him, and had 
little liking for him, and the result has been 
disastrus for the Isragiitieh speculator. Now 
he cries out that he is ruiued. He did not 
mind if others were ruined, but now that his 
own purse feels the pinch, he does not like 
it. Parisians, howdver, are not likely to 
waste much sympathy on M. Jalozot. They 
have seen his kind before, and they will hardly 
believe that he is ruined. He has lost money, 
of course. But he has no intention of snbmit- 
ting to his passing ill-fortane. And at this 
present moment, I am certain he is looking 
round for some other means of making money 
in the futare as easily as he has made it in the
